It was evidently started by the
spontaneous combustion of some old rags
the psinters had been using and thrown
in there.

The flumes spread all over the building
in an iocredibly short tume. The ser-
viots had & narrow escape, snd Mrs.
Studebaker herself was “found on the
terrace almost insensible and dangerously
burned, und clasping Ler grandcbild in
Lier arms.

Owing tothe careful manner in whach
the structure was Dbuilt it was sup-
posed to be pearly secure from fire.
Studebaker carried but $20,000 insurunce.

RETURNED FROM CHINA.

Sax Fraxcisco, Oct. 9.—Bishop Char-
les H. Fowler, resident bishop, has re-
turned from China. He has been absent
fourtcen months, during which time he
has made a tour of the world in the inter-
ests of the church in accordsnce with the
desire of the bourd of bishops, who peri-
odically delegate their members te look
after the work of the missiopuries in va-
rious purts of the globe.

The bishop’s prnincipal work was done
among the Chinese, Jupanese and Sinmese,
At Tokio he presided*over the confercuce
of preachers, and performed a similar
duty st meetings in Iekin, Tientsin and
Foo Chow. His route carnted him
through India, Egrpt, Palestine, Smyraa,
Greece, Bulgaria, Ialy, Germany, Aus-
trin, Ruossia, Norway and Sweden, in
the principel cities of which he perform-
ed similar functions.

COREA AND CHINA.

Wasinmixatos, Oct. 9.—Dr. Allen, for-
eign secretary to the Corean embassy, 15
expected to start ona business trip to
Corea 1n regard to mutters for the lega-
tivn. He will stop 1p Ohio afew days
to see his lamily, and will then proceed
to San Francisco, taking the first steam-
er to Hong Kong.

In a couversation about the relations
existing Letween the Corenn and Chinese
legatious bere and the rumors that the
United Siates proposed sending an envoy
to investigate the situation as to the ex-
act relativps of the two countries, he
says: “I wish they would, and tten set
at rest a!l these idle rumors, but if there
is such a step contemplated, we have no
iotimation from the state department
to that effcet.  We certainly would
be consulted in regard to the matter,
The only meotion I have bLeard of
it was from Admirsl  Sbufeldr,
who 1t is intimuted, is to be sent on the
delicute mission, which is rather sngges-
tive. The retired Chinese minister was
on the very hest of terms with oar lega-
tion, und there has not been any mention
lately of any objection to Corea having a
representative there. As to the new
minister and Prince Pak, there 18 the
most cordial friendship existing betweep
them, even more than with his prede-
cessor., I think thatall of the present
discussion springs from the medalesome
aclivity of a citszen of the Uniled Srates
in the employ of the Corean government.
They sre just about finding him out, and
will no doubt soon dispense with his
peculiar service.

A CORYICT BHOT.

Warza Warra, Wr, Oct. 10.—This
morning & convict numed Charles Clark,
sentenced from Seuttle for a term of
thirty-six years, made an attempt 10
escape by jumpiog on the brake heam of
the train loaded with brick for Spokane
Faltz. The warden ordered him off, but
he refused o obey. Two guaras fired,
one ball making a flesh woued in his
arm; the other bollet entered the fleshy
port of his leg. He tumbled off when
shot, and the doctor who wos called in
pronounced the wound in the leg serious,
but thought he could save the limb,
The wound 1n the arm was slight.

BSesttle will
therefore enjoy equal terminal facilities
with Portland, and be in exactly the
same situntion as that city with respect
to the nominal terminus of the road.
Cars will begin to run in about two week.

THE LAKE SHORE.

It now looks es thongh the Secattle,
Lake S8horc & Eastern rzilroad wil be
finished to a connectinn with the branch
from the Caoadian Pucitic railroad by
early sext summer. A short time since
there were seventy-five miles to finish
from Soohomish perth, Ten miles ot
this has been let, and is bewng rapidly
finished, aod in a short time the contract
for five miles will be let. This will re-
doce the amount to be finished in the
apiing to sixty miles. No more contracts
will be let till early m the spring, and
then theentire sixiy miles remnining will
be let rod fimshed as speedily as possi-
ble. The branch running trom the Cuna-
dian Pacific railroad to the Dritish Co
lumbia line is bat twelve miles in length,
and cun be finished in thirty onvs. It is
oow thought that cars will be running
from Seattle to the Canadian Pacibc by
the 1st of Aogust at farthest,

RECEIPTS OF THE STATE FAIR,

The majority in favor of prohibitivn was
11,000. Eighty per cent, of the total
vote was in favor of the constitution.

THE PACIFIC RAILKOADS,

Sax Furaxcisco, Oct. 10.— Senator Stan-
ford, A. N. Towne, Creed Haymond snd
L- E. Clement leave for Ogden Saturday
to meet the United States senate commit-
tee on Pacific railroads. The committee
consists of Senators Frye, of Maive, chuir
mun; Dawes of Massahustts, Hiscock of
New York, Davis of Minoesota, Butler
of South Curolina, Morgan of Alabama
and Hearst of California. The commit-
tee will reach Ogden Monday, traveling
over the Union Pacific by special traio.
The trip over the Central Pacific will also
be by special train. After visiting this
city the committee will return East, go-
ing to Portland over the Shasta route,
and from Portlaud to Ogden via the
Oregon Short Lioe, The trip of this
committee is for the purpose of examining
the Union and Central Pacific railroads,
with a view of recommending to congress
a just measure for the payment by these
two roads of their indebtedness to the
government-

RIE STEAMER DOLPHIN,

WasmixaTox, Oct. 10,—The official
report of Rear- Admiral Jouette, president
of the board appointed to inspect the
stenmer Dolphin upon her recent return
from the cruise aronnd the world, has
been received by Secretary Tracy.

spection I bave to report that the Dol-
phin is in admirable condition, elesn and
sweet throughout, showing much care
and attention on the part of the eaptuin
and the executive officers, In a few days
ehe will be ready for sea, and siter this a
cruise around the world.
